in the near future and before it is over the customary 
quarrels and misunderstandings will take place between 


xthose who favor and those who are opposed to the 
granting of license. So far as the petetioning for li- 
cense-and remonstrating against it is concerned the. 
right* of both parties are equal in the wording of the 
w, /A careful reading of the following paragraph of 
ie Brooks High License Law will show this; 


"The said court of quarter sessions shall hear petitions 


from residents of the ward, borough or township, in addition 
tit that of the applicant, in favor 
of 
and 
remonstrance 


J^aintt the application for such license, and in all cases shall 
ftfuie the aame whenever, in the opinion of the court having 
rfu* regard to the number ami character of the petitioners for 
Aid against such application, such license is not necessary for 
the accommodation of the public and the 
entertainment of

the right to sign the petition of the saloon keeper and 
likewise the law gives every other resident of the ward, 
borough or township the right to oppose the granting 
f* «ay particular license by signing a remonstrance.

lier ill which a man acts with regard to the license ques- 
tion? { II feeling simply widens the breech between the 
temp [ranee forces and those inclined to believe that the 
regul »tion of the liquor traffic according to J;he Brooks 


" law ii*thev proper method. As much as we* may differ 
^ on the question, personal enmity and retaliation should 
Jtotehter into the question. 
^^""^fcrfortunately there are a few engaged in the liquor 
imsiness who retaliate in a business way against men 
who sign a remonstrance. There are business men 
in Clearf iled who are afraid to refuse to sign a petilion 
for license for business reasons. Likewise there are 
men in the temperance forces who do not hesitate to in- 
•atllt men because they do not radically oppose the liquor 
traffic. Many a man could be persuaded to sign a rem- 
ojMtrance by mild reasoning who will balk and take the 
neutral attitude because insulting and coercive meas- 
ures have been used to get his signature. 


The purpose of this editorial is to point out the 


rights of both sides to the controversy. A great many 
ttfopld think that the signer of a remonstrance has no 
standing under the law and that the remonstrance is an 
istnjunent devised by the temperance forces to embar- 
ass and hamper license court proceedings. Such is not 
ie case. The right to remonstrate is the only right 
.Iveji to temperance adherents under the Brooks law 
ind. that right shall not be bridged.
